If Shea Had Not Cursed the Sheriff 
So Bitterly, He Would Not 
Have Been Rushed to Jail. 
Legal Victory for 

' Strikers. 


Chicago; June 6.—Cornelius H. Shea, 
President of the Internationa] Bréther- 
hood of Teamsters, and leader in the 
strike which has existed in Cnicago for 
the last two months, was arrested and 
taken to jail tonight. With him on the 
journey from the saloon in which he was 
arrested to the office of the 
sheriff! and then to the jail was 
Hugh McGee, president of the 
truck drivers’ union. Both men .were 
taken into custody on capiases issued on 
indictments charging them with conspira- 
cy, which were voted by the grand jury 
that adjourped last Saturday night. 

When grrested Shea lost his temper 
completely and denounced the sheriff and 
all his works in emphatic lan@uage. He 
was told by the sheriff that he would be 
given all necessary time to procure 
bondsmen, biit that he would be taken 
to jail at once unless he moderated his 
manner of talking. ’ 

Shea again broke into violent language 
and the sheriff, turning to Deputies Ho- 
nan and Wilson, commanded them to 
take Shea to jail immediately. 

Shea Saw His Error. 

Shea saw that he had gone too far 
and attempted to say something to the 
sheriff, but the deputies took him quick- 
ly Into the hall uhd ‘from there tg the 
atreet, where they hailed a cab and con- 
veyed him to jail, President McGee fol- 
lowed in another cab, and in a few min- 
utes the men were inside the jail. Both 
were searched, ,according to the usual 
custom, by «Jailer Whitman, and were 
then taken to cells and locked up. 

After being in prison fur a little more 
than two hours both Shea and ‘McGee 
were releaked, thelr attorneys having 
procured bonds which were approved by 
Judge Tuthill, 

Albert. Young, former prestaent of the 
Teamsters’ Union, for whom a warrant 
was issued, charging im with crimival 
libel in connection with assertions that 
Robert J. Thorpe, secretary of Ward & 
Co.. had offered $10,000 to have a etrike 
declared against a rival house of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., was arrested late this 
afternoon. He was taken before Sherift 
Barrett, where he gave a bond for $5,- 
000 for his appearance when wanted. Al- 
though he had been an object for search 
for two days, Young declared that he 
had not left the city and had been in 
attendance upon iabor meet- 
ings and conferences. 

Legal Victory for Strikers. 

The strikers won a decided legal vic- 
Aorg today. In the federal district court 
Judge Peter 8. Grosscup intimated that 
Lhe fling of the two labor leaders, 
President Mulligan and John H. Dona- 
hue, for alleged contempt of court In 
refusing to answer questions was a most 
extraordinary proceeding in view_of the 
fact that the purpose of the testimony 
sdught undoubtedly was to establish a 
link in the ehain of evidence against 
them. The judge declared that the right 
to refuse to testify on Uhe ground that it 
might incriminate was one of tne sacred 
precepts of the law. By his order the 
men were released and admitted to $500 
ball each to give the appellate court an 
opportunity to pass on the question of 
their contempt.

New York, June 6-—A big incoming 
steamship went ashore late last night off 
Pojnt Lookout, to the east of Jones 
inlet, near Freeport, L.. I. 

The steamship is supposed to be a liner, 
but until long after midnight it had been 
impossible to learn her name... The sea 
js running extremely high and the people 
of Freeport dare not venture far enough 
out in boats to learn anything about the 
stranded: vessel, 

The steamship blew loud and long con- 
tinued distress signals for an hour, and 
then began burning red, blue, white and 
green signals, which apparently ‘were un- 
answered from any source. 

The life saving station at Freeport is 
abandoned, there being only one man fn 
charge. ‘The steamship stopped signalling 


for an hour and forty-five minutes, and 
began playing two searchlights in an ef- 
fort to locate her position. 

Persons living on the coast were posi- 
tive that the grounded vessel] is one of 
the big. liners. They base this, belief on 
the long line of lights showing and the 
height of the last row of lights above the 
water.

Washington, Jans 5.—According to ta- 
bles -prepared in the division of rural 
free delivery, which have juat been laid 
before Postmaster General Cortelyou by 
the fourth assistant postmaster general, 
there is yet no perceptivie abatement, in 
the demand for rural free delivery ‘ser- 
vice. Thére are pending 4,708 petitions 
for new service, as against 5,470 similar 
petitions on file one year ago. 

‘Fhe work of establishing service is 
proceeding as rapidly as possible. 

Rural routes are being ordered into ef- 
fect at an average rate of about six 
hundred a months. With the beginning 
of the new fiscal year, July |, when the 


ery becomes effective, a largé number 
of new routes will be established, the 
service to start August |. 

The greatest pressure for the contin- 
uance and extension of the service is 
coming from the southern states. Ala- 
bama has 282 petiuons em Gle Georgia 
842, North Carolina 366, Virginia 236, 
and South Carolina 114.

The 
future of Constantine Petrovitch Pobie- 
donostgeff, chief procurater of the holy 
synod, looms large.. He left what many 
believed to be his dying bed last Thurs- 
day and went to the Tsarkoe-Selo, where 
he spent almost the entite day with his 
majesty. 

The ukase came like a bolt from @ 
clear sky. M, Boultgin, minister of the 
interior, immediately resigned. It is 
probable .-that other ministers will fol- 
low suit. It is rumored in the city that 
Count Lamsedorff, the foreign minister, 
has already placed his resignation in 
tte hands of the emperor, and that ht 
will be succeeded by M. Muravieff, for- 
mer minister of justice, and now am- 
bassader at Rov. Adjexie ff 
has also démanded tne acceptance of his 
demizsion. 

M. Sturmer, an extreme peantionary, 
who belongs to the Von Plehve school, 
it is commonly reported, will syoceed 
M, Bouligin as minister of the: interior. 

In spite of the popular interpretation 
however, that Trepofi’s appointment 
means repression and reaction to the bit- 
ter end, the latter conclusion by ne 
means followa, as it was under Loris- 
Melikoff’s dictatorship that the reform 
programme of Alexander II was workel 
out. The same thing may prove true in 
thig case. 

Among the contradictory rumérs which 
are ctrrent here, one ig that the issue 
of the ukase will be coupled with the 
hmamediate calling of a Zemsky sobor. It 
ig apparent that the emperor has decided 
that the hands of' the government shail 
no. longer be forced by politicas agitation 
and that the. new legislative assembly 
Shall bear the hall .mark of imperial 
fashioning, and, not, that of popular 
clamor.

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Bettors Are fo. Try Conclusions 
With Missouri 


Chicago, June 5.—Horse racing is to 
continue in St. Louis despite the passage 
by the Missouri legislature of the anti- 
betting law which goes into effect June 
17. At the monthly meeting of the board 
of stewards of the Western Jockey Club 
pérmission was granted the Delmar 
Joekey Club to conduct a race meeting 
beginning June 12. 

The officials of the Delmar track be- 
lieve they have evolved a plan by which 
the anti-betting legislation can be evaded 
and still allow patrons of the track to 
Place wagers on the results of the races. 
The law recently passed in (Missour! 
against betting on horse ra&oes treats 
only of *“‘registering’”’ bets and by the new 
méthod of betting to be adopted no regis- 
tration of any wager will be made. In- 
stead every attendant at the course will 
be required to buy a badge for $!, which 
will admit him to the grounds and betting 
ring. On the baek of this badge will be 
several leaves, like those of a séason 
ticket. : 


Each Leaf Numbered. 

Bach leaf will be numbered and when 
a bettor desires to make a wager he will 
simply tear off one of these numbered 
jeaves, write down the amount he wishes 
to risk and hand the leaf to the book- 
maker with his money. Every horse in 
each race will have a file provided for 
him in the bookmaker’s stand correspond- 
ing to his number on the racing pro- 
gramme and any bet on this animal will 
ibe simply placed on the file of that num- 
ber. After any race the bookmaker’s clerk 
will simply carry the files bearing the 
names of the horses finishing in the 
first three positions to the cashier's 
stand. When a bettor presents his badge, 
his own feaflet will be looked up on the 


method the officials of the track believe 
they will be’ able to evade the law 
against betting as technically no registra- 
tion of the bet will have been made. 


No Penalty for Making Bet. 

There is no penalty in the present law 
of Missouri for making or receiving a bet, 
the registering of a bet alone being men- 
tioned as a felony. 

Besides granting the St. Louis dates the 
board of stewards approved the follow- 
ing racing officials for the summer meet- 
ing of the New Memphis Jockey Club:

FOUGHT SHERIFF 


TILL SHOT DEAD! 


Escaping Negro Prisoner 
Makes Desperate Attack 
on Officer, 


Sylvania, Ga., Juné §.—(Special,)—Bul- 
loch county came very near losing he: 
sheriff, W. B. Kendricks, at the Ogeechee 
river, near Rocky Ford, yesterday after- 
noon, but, instead, a negro man, Paul 


Jones, whom he had capzxured, lost his 
life. Jones was wanted as a witness in 
the Bulloch courts, and it had been found 
necessary to issue a rule against him'and 
arrest him in order to have him on hand 
when needed. The sheriff and his pris- 
oner were driving in a buggy across the 
Ogeéchee river bridge. when the negro 
suddeiliy ieaped from the vehicle, over the 
railing of the bridge, and into the river 
below, about thirty feet. He floated down 
the stream some distance, and caught on 
to .some bushes; but Sheriff Kendricks 
Was as quick as his runaway witness, 
for, securing a batteau that was fastened 
nearby, he pushed ragidly down stream, 
gna was upon his man before he had ti:ne 

oO get away. 

The pegra made a desperate resistance 
striking the sheriff a severe blow in the 
head with a brick. The officer first shot 
him in the arm, thinking thus to subdue’ 
him, but this seemed only to enrage him 
the more, and the sheriff had to shoot 
quick to save his own life. The next two 
shots entered the- negro’s body, and 
brought him to the ground, where he died 
in a short while.

Vaccination, ._ 


The state board of health will meet in 
its quarters In the capitol this morning 
at 10 o'clock in semi-annual session for 
the purpose of discussing requests to be 
made of the legislature at its coming ses- 
sion and other matters of detail in con- 
nection with its work. 

The principal request which the wing 
of health will make of the legislature is 
for some power to enforce vaccination 
in the state whenever it may become 
necessary tc stamp out, or prevent the 
spread of smallpox. 

At present there is no law under which 
vaccination may be enforced, and the 
board has found itself greatly hampered 
in its work. County boards of health 
may. enforce vaccination, but the legal 
authority which they have to do so, fs 
practically a dead letter because counties 
are prohibited by the constitution from 
expending money for this purpose. In 
other words, counties are permitted to 
levy taxes only for certain specified pur- 
poses and this is not one of them. 

The state board will not ask for any 
increase in its appropriation, but will be 
satisfied if it cah secure some law under 
which it can do more effecaive work.

ENDS SESSION 


Reports Show a Successful 
Year’s Work for Negro 
Race. 


-_-—-_- 


Morris Brown college, located on the 
corner of Boulevard and Houston street, 
Atlanta, has just closed a very profita- 
ble, successful and practical session. In 
all 961 students have been enrolled dur- 
ing’ the term. While the student body 
has been from a large area of the coyn- 
try, and especially of the gout, and the 
most practical results are evident. 
The industrial feature of the institu- 
tion. which ts emphasized in the belief 
that this is certain’ to be the most im- 
portant for training in the south for 
vears to come, has been in every way 
encouraging. The department will here- 
after be directed in a more definite and 
substantial way than heretofore. 
Fifty colored men and women were 
given certificates and diplomas of gradu- 
ation at the close of the school. Car: 
pentry, printing, blacksmithing. dress 
making, nurse training and art depart- 
ments claimed the greater number of 
the certificates. 
A girls’ laundry, & dormitory for boys 
and other improvements will be erectcd 
and made during the summer and the 
next term. The sum of $876 was col- 
lected among the trustees during com- 
menewument. Bishop ‘Turner in the presid- 
ing elders’ council the day following 
commencement had them to agree to as- 
sees the stations, circuits and missions 
in the state so as to collect $7,200 the 
third Sunday in September to pay a mort- 
gage on %the school due February, 
Other asseesments among the ministers, 
which amounted to $6,700, which is 
promised by December 20, 1905. 
The commissioner read an itemized re- 
port to the trustees which was very en- 
couraging. He urged that stress he placed 
upon ¢he industrial department. He turn. 
ed over to the trustees $830. After the 
most encouraging statements bv Bishop 
Turner concerning the report. the trus- 
teés thanked the commisstoner and unan- 
imously elected him for another year. The 
factulty of the college, theological and 
industrial department, were reelected ex- 
cept two, 
A vote of thanks was ‘tendered the city 
papers for the interest manifested in the 
schoul, and especially the industrial de- 
partment, and to Hon, Clark Howell, 
editer Constitutien, for the check for: the 
industrial department sent to him by a 
philanthropist of Philadelphia. 
Commissioner Stinson Talks. 
Commissioner . Stinson declared: “The 
support, sympathy and actual aid from 
white and colored friends, while we have 
been presded for funds to carry on in a 
way and more permanently ¢stab- 
lish the industrial department have been 
most encouraging. Morris Brown has 
much to feel happy for and more to hope 
for today than at any time in her his-| 
tory. Her chances for getting together 
thousands-of the youth of the race and 
turning their lives and character into 
channels of ‘usefulness and the encour- 
ugemer® that everywhere appears is help. 
ing ‘those in authority, as well as the 
deserving of the race, to plan largely 
for future results.

Weakness in the wheat market was in 
evidence at the start, initia] quotations on 
July being off 1-8@i-4c to 3-8c at 87 
7-8@88 1-8c. One reason for the opening 
decline was the bearish tenor ef weekly 
statistics. The fact that world’s. ship- 
ments of wheat during last week were 
extremely liberal had an important influ- 
ence, but the figures showing ‘the total 
movement were apparently of less inter- 
est to traders in.genera] than the figures 
giving the amount exported from Russia, 
According to the officia] statistics, ship- 
gy Of wheat from.that country during 
the past week were double the total of 
the previous week. Furthermore, condi- 
tions in the United States were appar- 
ently regarded as increasingly favorable 
to an abundant harvest. Weather in the 
southwest was dry, and termperatures 
were much higher. From the:start com- 
mission houses and shorts-were free sell- 
ers. As trading progressed selling be- 
came more general. With almost noth- 
ing from the country but bearish news 
concerning the crop, weakness became 
more pronounced. One report from Kan- 
sas City stated that harvesting began 
today in some sections of southern Kan- 
Sas, and that operations would be gen- 
eral by next week. At 87c July reached 
the lowest point of the day. The mar- 
ket closed extremely weak with’ July at 
87 |I-4c. Clearances of wheat and flour 
were equal to 94,800 bushels. The 
amount on passage increased 776,000 
bushels, while the visible supply de- 
creased 1,092,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts were 424,200 bushels, compared 
with 422,200 a year ago. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts of 
322 cars, against 52! last week and 352 
“& year ago. 

Considering the excellent weather, the 
corn market had a remarkably firm un- 
dertone. Early in the session sentiment 
was sijghtly bearish on expectations of 
greatly increased receipts. A decline at 
Liverpool: was an additional bear factor. 
Later, however, shorts, alarmed by the 
exceedingly light stocks, covered freely, 
causing a sharp upturn. Several promi- 
nent commission houses were active buy- 
ers. July opened unchanged to !-8c low- 
er at 49 3-8@49 5-8c. sold between 49 !-4

New York, June 5.—In a dispatch from 
Washington, published in The New York 
Journal of Commerce on Saturday, the 
department of agriculture officially stated 
that: “The total acreage given in yes- 
terday’s report covers only that actual- 
ly planted up to May 25, and takes no 
‘account of any that may have been plant- 
ed since that date or that may yet be 
planted. 

“The comparison wtth last year is 
NOT with the report of the amount 
planted up to May 25 of that year, but 
with the final acreage figured for the 
year. The question of whether this 
year’s acreage will be increased to any 
cénsiderable extent by planting after 
May 5, will depend a great deal upon 
the prevailing weather conditions.”’ 

In view of this announcement, it 1s 
plain that any cotton acreage planted 
after the 25th of May WILL BE AN 
ADDITION TO THE 28,120,000 ACRES 
REPORTED AS ACTUALLY PLANTED 
ON THAT DATE BY THE DEPART- 
MENT OF AGRICULTURE. In order 
% ascertain ‘the TOTAL ACREAGE 
WHICH WILL ULTIMATELY BE 
PLANTED IN COTTON THIS SEASON, 
it is, therefore, necessary to ascertain 
what portion of the TOTAL ACREAGE 
was planted on the 25th of May this 
year.

His diploma was paid for by 
a member of the faculty, and the first 
$5 he made after leaving college. was 
sent back-. to pay this debt of honor. 
When he left the instituti:1 he was a 
frail, »roken youth and.no one thought 
he would live, and for five years there-+ 
after he lingered-between life and death, 
continuously undergoing operations. He 
finally recovered his health and last 
night, by invitation of the faculty, stood 
in the alumni hall of this histgric Bap- 
tist institution before one of the largest 
audiences evér assembled at-its com- 
mencement exercises. and delivered one 
of the ablest addresses ever heard at 
this institution. 

The subject was “The Trust Question”’ 
and the speaker, Colonel Sidney C. Tapp, 
now .a well-known Atlanta attorney, 
whose writings have attracted’ much at- 
tention. In discussing the trust question, 
he @aid, in parts 

Every Age Has Its Menaces. 

“Every age has had menaces to its 
civilization and it has been the burden of 
every, civilization to overcome these me- 


naces and to survive. The Romans were 
menaced with the national pride to con- 
quer other peoples; the early French 
with.their burning desire for .crusades; 
the Goths with their barbarian desire to 
destroy other peoples and Kuman lives 
in order to conquerr: All» through | the 
ages the human family have suffered.in 
its efforts to secure influence and power. 
This was the curse of ° Charlemagne’s 
empire, the cyrse of the Goths and Phe 
Northmen, the curse of the Slavonic 
peoples, the course of Napoleon and. the 
Latin races. Some races have desired 
power in war, others power in ecclesias- 
tita] affairs, othe? powers in priestcraft 
and statecraft, but in all ages it has | 
been the desire for illegitimate power 
that has destroyed all the past civiliza- 
tions. With us, the American people, it 
is not the desire for power at the point 
of the bayonet, it is not the desire for 
powe,y in priestcraft and kingcraft that is 
killing us, but it is the desire for power 
in commerce that is destroying our civili- 
zation. A few men In our age and civili- 
zation have become more powerful than 
all the ‘kings and monarchs of other 
ages and these same meén have become 
greater enemies of organized society 
than the despotS or ¢ynants of all of the 
monarchies of the old world. 


Large Fortunes Menace Our Govern- 
ment, 


“Any man.or set of men who unite and 
combine for tha purpose of destroying 
the laws of supply, demand and competi- 
tion in trade and commerce are enemies 
in and criminals to organized society; 
they destroy the Jegitimate values of the 
products of the men who produce the 
wealth of a nation; they accumulate for- 
tunes that are menaces to the geovern- 
ment and to organized society by the 
destruction of these natural laws. By the 
destruction of these natural laws John 
D. ' Rockefeller, Pierpont Morgan, the 
Vanderbilts and the Goulds and their 
class have accumulated fortunes that ‘are 
menaces to this sth oe mgget pe By the de- 
struction of these ws they. have col- 
lected unto. themse the wealth that 
belongs to the people, just as the priest. 
hood and the legal caste did in France 
before the French revuvrution; just.as the 
grand duke and the privileged , classes 
of Russia have in that empire. By every: 
moral law -and the conscience of the 
civilized world.such men as Rockefeller, 
Morgan and their cjass are enemies to 
organized society and criminals, and it 
is the duty of the constituted authority 
to enact such laws as will declare these 
men and their class what they really 
are, enemies to organized society and 
criminals. A few men of this class, by a 
conspiracy againgt humanity today, have 
destroyed the natural laws of supply, de- 
mand and competition and thereby con- 
tro] the prices of meat and food not 
only for this nation, but for a great part 
of the civilized world. They levy.tribute | 
on the food that goes upon the table of 
the humble widow and orphan. Governed 
by every code of morals, the Armours 
and the Swifts and the Nelsons and the 
other great beef trust conspirators of} 
our age are enemies against organized 
society and criminals. 


“and the only way to solve the trust } 


problem is for the government fo enact 
legislation that will declare these men 
to be what they are, criminals .gainst 
oiganizeg society. If there be any An- 
archists in this government, they are 
the anarchists. An anarchist ts one 
who submits to no law except his own 
will. These men defy-the constituted 
authority of. the. States and even the 
federal government; they are the rea] 
anarchists of this government and this 
age. 


Refers to Parry. 

“The other day in Atlanta; the manu- 
facturers and capitalists of this coun- 
try met in their. national convention, 
and a man named Parry, its president, 
denounced orgaized@ labor and all move- 
ments that have for their purpose to 
resist the encroachment of organized 
capital. From his view-poimt, it is 
all right for the plutpcrats and organized 
wealth to combine, but it is all wrong 
for the toiling masses and the wealth 
vroducers of the nation to ‘organize. 
Such men as this man Parry are doing 
more to produce socialistic ideas in this 
government than all: the. labor unions 
of the country; they recognize no right 
and: no..law .except their. own _power. 
They can see no virtue in the humble 
homes on the land, no merit in the great 
masses who are the wealth. producers 
cf the nation; the almighty dolar is 
their rere of morals; their standard 
of right; their standard of justice and
